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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

OPEN  MEETING  LAW— CHAP.  626,  ACTS,  1958 

Meetings  of  every  district,  city  and  town  board,  com¬ 
mission  and  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  public  and  to 
press  (unless  in  executive  session).  A  notice  of  such  meet¬ 
ings  must  be  filed  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  with  the 
clerk  of  the  district  or  town.  (A  regular  schedule  of  meet¬ 
ings  filed  in  advance  is  permissible.)  Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall 
become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.)

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
Mr.  Torres  was  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men;  Mr.  Christenson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health;  Mr. 
Linhares,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Mrs.  Leah  Crosby 
was  appointed  as  Clerk  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Fifty-one  weekly  and  twenty-six  special  meetings  were 
held  with  nine  absentees  on  sick  leave  or  vacation.  Several 
joint  meetings  were  held  with  other  Town  Boards  and  Com¬ 
mittees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters  of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have  been 
properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements  com¬ 
pleted  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended  on  the 
several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  Project  in  behalf  of 
the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committees  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  Annual  Report.  Annual 
Reports  of  the  numerous  Town  officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1969  Town  Officers  Report. 

All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 

The  Chestnut  Street  Project  was  completed  this  year 
and  a  truly  outstanding  job  was  done  by  the  Highway  De¬ 
partment.  Through  their  efforts  and  under  the  leadership  of 

Mr.  Alfred  Perry,  Superintendent,  a  substantial  savings  was 
realized  by  the  Town. 
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The  second  phase  of  Williams  Street  was  completed  this 
year  and  the  preliminary  public  hearing  on  the  third  phase 
was  held  in  December.  The  cost  of  this  final  phase  will  result 
in  either  a  years'  delay  in  the  start  of  this  project  or  doing 
the  project  in  two  steps. 

The  sewerage  study  being  prepared  by  Faye,  Spofford 
and  Thorndike  is  just  about  completed  and  will  be  ready  to 
be  presented  to  the  Town  early  in  1970.  This  will  be  an  in- 
depth  study  covering  just  about  every  feasible  possibility 
available  to  the  Town. 

The  Selectmen  were  served  with  a  petition  of  over  two 
hundred  names,  calling  for  a  special  Town  Meeting;  to  once 
again  act  on  the  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  defeated  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  in  March.  The  meeting  was  scheduled  for 
May  21, 1969  and  the  Zoning  By-Law  was  passed.  This  By-Law 
was  later  approved  by  the  Attorney-General’s  office  and  went 
into  effect  in  early  September.  This  leave  the  Town  lacking 
only  a  building  code  which  we  hope  will  soon  be  forthcoming. 

A  Communication  Center  was  established  as  voted  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  The  Center  is  located  in  the  Town 
Office  and  is  manned  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  handling  all 
fire  and  police  calls  and  providing  a  better  coverage  of  these 
departments  than  ever  before  available  to  the  public. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  continues  to  try  to  keep  the 
Town’s  equipment  modern  and  up-to-date  and  to  proviide 
the  many  services  required  of  a  growing  community;  all 
the  while  being  fully  cognizant  of  the  heavy  burden  being 
carried  by  the  local  taxpayer. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  Citizens, 
Town  Officials  and  Employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  duty — especially  to  all  Town  employees,  we 
recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to  the 
Town.

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(10)  Report  of  the  Planning  Board  given  by  George  Perry 
as  follows : 

'‘The  Planning  Board  is  again  presenting  to  the  Town  of 
Dighton  a  Zoning  By-Law.  This  By-Law  is  essentially  the 
same  as  the  one  presented  last  year.  A  zoning  map  was 
reviewed  by  the  professional  consulting  planner,  and  upon 
his  recommendations,  a  few  changes  have  been  made.  The 
Dept,  of  Urban  Affiairs  in  Boston,  has  checked  the  By-Law 
and  told  the  Planning  Board  that  it  is  most  comprehensive, 
and  one  of  the  better  written  by-laws  in  the  state.  We  know 
that  this  by-law  is  not  perfect  and  that  changes  will  have 
to  be  made  as  time  and  situations  present  themselves. 

We  have  not  provided  in  this  by-law  for  trailer  parks 
or  multiple  family  dwelling  units,  because  the  Board  feels 
this  requires  a  separate  and  in  depth  study  and  separate  public 
hearings.  There  are  many  problems  connected  with  these  two 
situations,  such  as  Health  Regulations,  as  required  by  the 
state,  and  as  to  the  locations  of  either  trailer  parks  and 
multiple  family  dwelling  units,  these  matters  will  receive 
full  study  by  the  professional  consultant  in  the  preparation 
of  the  master  plan  for  the  town. 

The  latest  word  on  the  funding  for  the  Master  Plan  is 
that  the  Town  of  Dighton  has  an  “A^’  priority  rating,  given 
by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  H.  U.  D.  in  New  York  has 
approved  and  forwarded  our  application  to  Washington  for 
funding.  Due  to  the  30  day  freeze  put  on  by  the  Federal 
Government  to  all  grants,  this  project  is  at  a  standstill.  The 
Dept,  of  Urban  Affairs  has  told  us  that  soon  after  this  30 
day  freeze  is  lifted,  Dighton’s  701  Program  will  be  funded 
and  we  can  expect  to  get  started  around  May  1st. 

The  Zoning  map  has  caused  more  controversy  than  our 
By-Law,  because  zoning  opponents  feel  that  it  is  hard  and 
fast.  We  know  that  there  are  changes  that  will  be  needed, 
and  the  Planning  Board  will  be  coming  to  future  Town  Meet¬ 
ings  with  recommendations  for  changes,  for  setting  aside  land 
for  other  than  residential  uses.  This  map  is  far  short  in 
Conservation  Areas,  but  until  our  in  depth  soil  studies  are 
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completed,  we  have  not  set  aside  much  area  for  conservation 
districts.  One  of  the  first  areas  needed  for  a  conservation 
district  are  the  water  shed  areas  for  our  water  supply. 

At  the  present  time  no  hard  u,nd  fast  routes  have  been 
laid  out  by  the  DPW  for  new  roads.  When  the  new  Dighton- 
Berkley  bridge,  relocation  of  Rte.  44,  and  connector  roads 
to  Route  295  become  a  reality,  then  will  we  be  able  to  adjust 

our  maps. 

This  by-law  is  prepared  for  the  protection  of  all  citizens 
of  the  Town.  Every  homeowner^s  biggest  investment  is  in 
the  property  that  he  owns.  At  the  present  time,  the  land 
abutting  him  can  be  used  for  any  type  of  business,  and  may 
devalue  his  property.  Dighton  is  one  of  5  towns  in  Bristol 
County  without  zoning  regulations,  and  we  are  attracting 
every  type  of  unwanted  building  or  business.  Some  people 
have  already  been  hurt  in  Dighton  and  the  Planning  Board 
sincerely  hope  that  the  Zoning  By-Law  will  be  adopted  tonight 
before  more  people  are  hurt.’^ 

VOTED:  On  motion  of  Francis  Torres  that  the  report 
of  the  Town  Planning  Board  be  accepted  and  duly  recorded 
to  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute.

(12)  Report  of  the  School  Planning  and  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  given  by  Gerald  Fleming  as  follows:  “The  Dighton 
School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  has  met  twice  since 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December  at  which  regionaliza¬ 
tion  in  grades  1  through  12  was  defeated. 

The  committee  is  currently  discussing  enrollments  and 
room  requirements  to  meet  the  future  needs  of  our  students. 
We  now  plan  to  seek  the  advice  of  an  architect  relative  to  the 
advisability  of  putting  an  addition  on  the  elementary  school 
or  the  junior  high  school. 

VOTED:  On  motion  of  Edward  Linhares  and  amended  by 
Charles  McKenna  that  the  report  of  the  School  Planning  and 
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Building  Committee  be  accepted  as  a  progress  report  and  the 
Committee  be  instructed  to  continue  to  function  as  outlined 
and  to  report  to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen^  and  School 
Committee  in  six  months. 

(13)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Francis  Torres  that  the 
Town  appropriate  and  transfer  $2,500.00  from  Surplus  Rev¬ 
enue  to  be  placed  in  the  Conservation  Fund  to  complete  con¬ 
struction  of  a  boat  ramp  and  to  improve  the  Town’s  water¬ 
front  property  on  Pleasant  Street. 

(14)  VOTED :  On  motion  of  Charles  Mason  that  the  Town 
adopt  Chapter  40,  Section  6B  of  the  General  Laws  allowing  the 
Town  to  provide  a  clothing  allowance  for  members  of  its 
Police  and  Fire  Departments.

(24)  Report  on  Sewage  Study  given  by  Rudolph  Christen¬ 
son  as  follows : 

In  March  1968,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  executed  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  Fay,  Spofford,  and  Thorndike,  Inc.  for  Engineering 
Services  Upon  Request  Regarding  New  Sewage  Works  for  the 
Town. 

The  report  will  cover  new  sewage  works  planned  to 
properly  take  account  of  growth  for  the  next  thirty  years, 
in  an  area  running  from  Muddy  Cove  Brook  on  the  south  to 
Three  Mile  River  on  the  north,  and  extending  from  the 
Taunton  River  on  the  east  to  a  north-south  line  approximately 
one  thousand  feet  westerly  of  Somerset  Avenue  on  the  west 
and  including  the  entire  built-up  area  of  North  Dighton.  The 
desirability  and  need  for  providing  capacity  in  the  Town’s 
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sewerage  facilities  for  collection  and  treatment  of  sewage 
and  wastes  from  industrial  establishments  will  also  be  covered 
in  the  report. 

The  engineers  are  continuing  to  work  on  reconnaissance 
and  collection  of  required  basic  data  and  the  preparation  of 
basic  plans,  and  have  made  preliminary  forecasts  of  growth 
in  population,  forecasts  of  industrial  and  commercial  growth 
and  resulting  flow  rates. 

The  routes  of  the  various  sewers  and  the  number  and 
location  of  required  pumping  stations  have  been  tentatively 
established. 

The  requirements  for  disposal  of  industrial  sewage  for 
the  North  Dighton  area  are  also  fairly  well  established.  The 
requirements  for  disposal  of  industrial  sewage  in  the  Dighton 
area  have  been  difficult  to  resolve  due  to  continuing  negotia¬ 
tions  between  the  industry  and  the  Mass.  Div.  of  Water 
Pollution  Control.  Tentative  agreement  as  to  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  by  the  industry  was  reached  in  December,  1968. 
Since  the  tentative  agreement  was  reached,  the  engineers 
have  proceeded  to  work  toward  the  completion  of  their  report. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  closely  followed  the  progress 
on  the  report  by  the  engineers  and  the  progress  of  negotiations 
between  the  industry  in  Dighton  and  Mass.  Div.  of  Water 
Pollution  Control. 

It  is  estimated  that  time  for  completion  of  the  report 
will  be  somewhat  longer  than  that  originally  anticipated 
because  of  the  complexity  of  the  problems  involved.  The 
possibility  of  discharging  wastes  from  the  North  Dighton 
area  into  the  Taunton  system  must  be  thoroughly  investigated. 
The  advantages  of  constructing  two  plants,  one  to  serve  North 
Dighton  and  the  other  to  serve  the  southerly  end  of  Town, 
must  be  weighed  against  the  advantages  of  constructing  one 
plant  to  serve  the  entire  Town.  The  effect  of  industrial  wastes 
from  ICI  America  Inc.  must  be  incorporated  into  any  plan 
for  disposal  of  the  Town's  sewage  and  wastes  so  that  a 
decision  can  be  made  as  to  the  merits  of  accepting  this  waste 
into  the  Town's  disposal  facilities. 
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VOTED :  On  motion  of  Edward  Linhares  that  the  report 
on  the  sewage  study  made  by  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike,  Inc. 
be  accepted  as  a  progress  report. 

(25)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Walter  Miller  that  the  Town 
appropriate  and  transfer  $600.00  from  Surplus  Revenue  for 
the  purpose  of  helping  to  defray  operating  expenses  of  the 
Raposa-Knott  Post  as  provided  in  Chapter  40,  Section  9,  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(26)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Edward  Linhares  that  the 
Town  appropriate  and  authorize  the  transfer  of  $4,442.17 
from  the  proceeds  received  or  to  be  received  from  the  State 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  616,  Acts  of  1967  to  the 
Chestnut  Street  Improvement  Project. 

(27)  VOTED:  On'  motion  of  Francis  Torres  that  the 
Town  appropriate  and  transfer  $6,400.00  from  Surplus  Revenue 
(Free  Cash)  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter 
90  Construction  and  in  addition  be  authorized  to  borrow  a 
sum  of  money  to  meet  the  state  and  county’s  share  of  the 
cost  of  this  work  in  accord  with  Section  6A,  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(28)  Report  of  the  Building  Code  Committee  given  by 
Philip  Lagace  as  follows: 

'The  Building  Code  Committee  has  met  five  times.  We 
obtained  building  codes  from  area  towns  and  cities.  From 
these,  we  are  writing  a  building  code  for  Dighton.  We  hope 
to  have  the  code  ready  for  the  next  town  meeting.” 

VOTED:  On  motion  of  Francis  Torres  that  the  report 
of  the  Commiittee  appointed  to  make  recommendations  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  Town’s  needs  for  building  standards  and  building 
inspections  be  accepted  as  a  progress  report  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  be  instructed  to  continue  to  function  as  outlined. 

(29)  VOTED :  On  motion  of  Rudolph  Christenson  that 
both  sides  of  Warner  Boulevard  to  the  Taunton  line  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  “No  Parking  Anytime”  areas  in  the  existing 
Parking  By-Law  voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1966. 
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(30)  Report  of  the  W.W.  II  Commemorative  Committee 
given  by  Harold  Gracia  as  follows: 

^^After  seeing  various  memorials,  the  Committee  decided 
that  an  aluminum  flag  pole  with  a  placque  of  the  names  of 
the  men  killed  in  World  War  II  on  it,  located  at  the  Junior 
High  School  would  be  appropriate. 

The  committee  met  with  members  of  the  Rapoza-Knott 
Post  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  Through  this  meeting  the 
Veterans  Post  t, bought  it  would  be  appropriate  if  they  could 
raise  the  funds  through  various  functions  and  public  and 
private  contributions.”

lished  in  Somerset,  Mass,  on  April  24,  1969  and  again  on 
May  1,  1969.  A  Public  Hearing  was  conducted  by  the  Dighton 
Planning  Board  on  May  14,  1969.  On  May  15,  1969,  at  the 
special  meeting  of  the  Dighton  Planning  Board,  it  was  voted 
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to  amend  the  official  Zoning  Map  presented'  at  the  Public 
Hearing  to  include  Middle  Street,  Cedar  Street  and  Smith 
Street  areas  from  residential  to  business  areas.  The  By-Law 
is  the  exact  copy  presented  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  1969,  and  passed  out  again  at  the  public  hearing. 

It  must  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Townspeople 
that  many  other  interpretations  have  been  said  of  the  By-Law 
which  are  incorrect,  for  example,  that  if  someone  votes  for 
zoning  that  they  will  be  voting  on  revaluation ;  that  it 
eliminates  children  from  keeping  pets.  Tonight  you  are  not 
voting  on  revaluation,  a  new  school,  a  sewerage  system  or  any 
new  roads,  you  are  voting  on  a  zoning  by-law. 

An  area  has  not  been  set  aside  for  a  trailer  park  as  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Planning  Board,  we  do  not  know  where 
to  locate  it,  and  a  complete  set  of  regulations  would  be 
necessary  to  administer  such  a  venture. 

The  Planning  Board  strongly  urges  the  Townspeople  to 
approve  this  By-Law  tonight.  The  longer  we  wait  to  approve 
this,  the  harder  it  will  be  to  have  an  organized  growth  of 
the  Town.”

Cemetery  Commissioners 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HISTORIAN 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton : 

Little  by  little  we  are  nearing  some  of  our  historical  goals. 
Restoring  the  old  school  house  and  moving  it  from  the  Uni¬ 
tarian  Cemetery  is  still  desirable.  Marking  the  wharves  where 
sloops,  brigs  and  schooners  were  built  can  be  done.  Of  course, 
we  must  finish  restoring  the  Sam  Davis  House.  Especially, 
I  believe,  we  should  act  to  preserve  the  bauty  and  historical 
areas  near  the  Segreganset  River. 

When  members  of  the  Heritage  Committee  traveled  its 
course  in  October  1966,  we  were  delighted  to  find  wide,  quiet 
pools  completely  covered  with  scarlet  maple  leaves,  then  around 
a  bend  the  stream  was  a  swirling  cataract.  And  then  again, 
it  was  a  wild,  impetuous  torrent  rushing  between  high  stone 
banks. 

Near  the  site  of  the  old  Tack  Mill,  we  found  a  walled 
island  with  apple  trees  and  lilac  bushes  near  by,  and  the  re¬ 
mains  of  a  road,  with  walls  on  each  side,  leading  to  Center 
Street.  We  were  interested  in  other  traces  of  former  industries 
that  once  dotted  the  river  banks,  especially  from  Sunken 
Brook  to  Williams  Street. 

A  brief  list  of  products  once  manufactured  by  the  power 
of  the  falling  water  includes  dyes  and  tanned  leather  at  the 
Bark  House  Lot  near  Elm  Street,  flour  and  meal  at  several 
mills,  plugs  for  ship-carpenter’s  use,  laps,  shovels,  pod-augers, 
flat  irons,  machinery,  tacks,  nails,  flaxseed  oil,  tubs,  pails, 
plated  rolls  for  jewelers’  use,  cotton  yam,  lamp  wicking,  and 
knives.  There  were  mills  for  fulling  cloth,  a  blacksmith  shop 
and  saw  mills.  At  the  yarn  mill,  yam  was  given  out  to  farmers’ 
wives  to  be  spun  into  cloth;  then  collected  and  sold. 

When  Matthew  Briggs  came  from  England  about  the 
year  1700,  he  brought  machinery  for  his  forge  on  Briggs 
Street.  When  Dighton  celebrated  its  200th  year,  the  Briggs 
family  still  operated  a  forge  and  grist  mill  at  the  same  spot. 
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The  Williams  family  and  their  descendants  ,the  Reeds, 
used  water  power  near  Williams  Street  from  about  1700  till 
after  1912.  Surely  no  section  of  Dighton  is  more  historical 
than  this  beautiful  stretch  of  the  river. 

When  George  B.  Glidden,  many  years  a  Dighton  select¬ 
man,  lived  near,  he  kept  much  of  this  area  easily  accessible 
with  cleared  paths.  There  was  a  swimming  pool.  The  river 
lands  were  called  Fairyland.  The  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Campfire 
Girls,  and  later  Girl  Scouts  were  allowed  to  picnic  there. 

Is  it  impossible  that  this  lovely  and  historic  spot  be 
restored  to  its  former  charm  and  used  once  more  as  a  recre¬ 
ational  area?  This  project  would  require  cooperation  and 
effort  by  the  land  owners,  the  Conservation  Committee,  the 
Heritage  Committee  and  others,  but  the  result  would  bring 
satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  all. 

I,  for  one,  would  be  glad  to  work  for  it.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HERITAGE  COMMITTEE 


The  Dighton  Heritage  Committee  met  during  the  year 
1969  and  listed  events  of  historical  importance  for  the  year. 
They  have  also  attended  various  town  hearings  to  express 
their  concern  about  conserving  the  natural  areas  surrounding 
the  Segreganset  River.  In  particular,  the  committee  is  con¬ 
cerned  about  keeping  the  area  unchanged  from  Sunken  Brook 
north  and  west  to  sites  above  Williams  Street.  This  area  had 
many  mills  on  the  River  in  days  past. 

Several  buildings  -which  have  been  a  part  of  Dighton  for 
many  years  have  been  torn  down  or  changed  in  use  during 
the  year.  The  Benevides  Store  and  George  Rose  homestead 
were  demolished.  The  Episcopal  chapel  on  Lincoln  Avenue  is 
no  longer  in  use  and  is  for  sale. 

The  Historical  Society  has  continued  its  outside  painting 
program  on  the  Winslow-Davis  House  and  has  begun  interior 
renovations.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Society  to  complete  the 
building  as  soon  as  finances  permit  so  that  Historical  items 
may  be  displayed.  The  Dighton  Townspeople  have  been  very 
cooperative  in  supporting  the  efforts  of  the  Dighton  Historical 
Society  and  have  shown  their  interest  in  many  ways.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DIRECTOR 


To  the  Townspeople  of  Dighton: 

Civil  Defense  is  a  continually  changing  program.  National 
emphasis  is  directed  toward  the  development  of  a  nationwide 
fallout  shelter  system  and  the  dissemination  of  proper  in¬ 
formation  and  directions  to  our  citizens. 

This  past  year,  in  keeping  with  the  national  emphasis, 
Dighton  Civil  Defense  has  stocked  minimal  shelter  supplies 
for  560  persons  in  the  Bristol  County  Agricultural  School. 
Negotiations  are  also,  being  conducted  with  local  industry 
to  provide  additional  public  shelter  spaces.  These  spaces  will 
be  stocked  at  the  earliest  possible  date  after  the  signing  of 
shelter  agreements. 

Dighton  continues  to  be  active  in  local  state  and  national 
radio  and  alert  drills  through  the  conscientious  efforts  of  the 
Dighton  Civil  Defense  Radio  Officer,  Mr.  Emery  Lincoln.  It  is 
worth  noting  that  during  the  May  National  Civil  Defense 
exercise  ‘"Cascade  Lima”  Dighton  received  warning  informa¬ 
tion  minutes  after  it  was  issued.  This  test  warning  was  relayed 
to  responsible  Civil  Defense  and  town  officials  in  less  than 
10  minutes  time.  The  purpose  of  this  exercise  is  to  test  the 
ability  of  cities  and  towns  to  receive  warning  type  informa¬ 
tion. 

Since  my  appointment  on  April  2,  1969  as  Civil  Defense 
Director  I  have  undertaken  a  program  designed  to  acquaint 
town  officials  and  citizens  with  present  and  future  capabilities 
of  the  Dighton  Civil  Defense  organization.  This  subject  has 
been  discussed  with  the  Selectmen,  Town  Department  heads. 
School  Committee  members,  local  industry  and  some  civic 
organizations.  It  is  my  intention  to  speak  with  all  civic 
organizations  in  Dighton  at  some  future  time. 

One  item  not  accomplished  in  1969  was  the  removal  of 
the  Packaged  Disaster  Hospital  stored  in  the  basement  of  the 
Junior  High  School.  Negotiations  under  the  authority  of  the 
Director  of  Civil  Defense,  Sector  2A  are  underway  with  the 
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Fall  River  Agency  to  remove  this  unit.  This  will  receive 
priority  effort  in  1970. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Civil  Defense  Radio  Officer,  Town 
Officials,  the  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  Superintendent  of  Streets 
and  their  respective  department  personnel  for  all  assistance 
provided  during  1969.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

The  Planning  Board  held  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  to  present  a  Zoning  By-Law.  Although 
this  By-Law  received  a  majority  vote,  it  was  defeated  because 
of  the  two-thirds  majority.  A  group  of  citizens,  feeling  the 
need  of  a  Zoning  By-Law,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
a  petition  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  reconsider  the  Zon¬ 
ing  By-Law.  On  May  21,  1969,  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  prepared 
by  the  Dighton  Planning  Board  was  adopted. 

At  the  end  of  June,  Dighton’s  701  Application  was  funded. 
A  contract  on  August  7,  1969,  was  entered  into  with  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  Charles  E.  Downe 
Associates  to  prepare  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Dighton. 
The  Planner  expects  to  have  a  majority  of  the  Master  Plan 
completed  in  August  1970,  and  final  completion  in  December 
1970.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Planning  Board  will  be  able  to 
present  to  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1971 
the  complete  Master  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Dighton. 

Two  hearings  were  held  for  subdivision  of  land  in  Digh¬ 
ton,  and  one  preliminary  conference  for  a  subdivision  of  287 
house  lots. 

The  Board  has  routinely  signed  all  plans  for  recording 
of  deeds  and  checked  all  building  permits  of  which  15  were 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station  WPEP, 
Taunton  and  over  Radio  Station  WSAR,  Fall  River,  also 
WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein  is  the 
report  of  the  principals,  the  music  supervisors  and  the  school 
nurse. 

Personnel 

In  June  of  1969,  Mrs.  Helen  Simmons  retired  after  thirty 
years  of  teaching  in  Dighton.  We  wish  her  the  best  in  her 
retirement.  She  was  a  very  valuable  asset  to  the  department 
not  only  as  a  teacher,  but  in  her  work  in  music  with  school 
programs  and  in  local,  county  and  state  teachers'  associations. 
Mrs.  Rebecca  Webster,  a  second  grade  teacher,  resigned  to  be 
at  home.  At  the  junior  high  school,  Mrs.  Jacqueline  Cunniff 
resigned  to  be  at  home  and  Mr.  Sturley  Nitterauer  accepted 
a  position  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  Miss 
Linda  Barney,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College 
with  practice  teaching  experience  at  Dighton  Elementary 
School,  was  hired  to  teach  second  grade.  Mrs.  Helen  Lane 
w^ho  had  previously  taught  in  Provincetown  and  Sandwich, 
Massachusetts,  was  hired  in  early  1969  to  teach  a  second 
grade  left  vacant  when  Mrs,  Jane  Feroli  left  to  teach  in  Fall 
River.  Mrs.  Sherry  Tibbetts,  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Massachusuetts,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  grade 
three  when  Mrs.  Simmons  left.  Mrs.  Joan  Behmke,  who 
previously  taught  in  Connecticut,  accepted  a  position  as 
fifth  grade  teacher.  Due  to  increased  enrollment,  it  was 
necessary  to  have  four  fourth  grades  and  four  fifth  grades 
this  year. 

In  the  special  subject  areas,  Mr.  Peter  Polk  has  replaced 
Mr.  Peter  Abramo  as  instrumental  music  teacher.  Mr.  Polk 
taught  in  Rehoboth  last  year.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Nowell  is  teaching 
vocal  music  on  a  part  time  basis  at  the  junior  high  school. 
She  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  and  formerly  taught 
in  Fairhaven.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cummings  is  teaching  home 


economics. 
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Our  salary  schedule  seems  to  be  competitive  with  other 
schools  in  the  area  so  that  we  do  not  have  people  leaving 
for  high  salaries.  Of  those  who  left  us,  only  one  was  to  accept 
a  position  in  another  school.  The  others  left  for  such  reasons 
as  retirement,  to  be  at  home,  or  for  personal  business  reasons. 

Budget 

The  budget  increase  this  year  is  $46,792.00.  Instruction 
accounts  for  $34,400.00  of  this  increase.  About  $7,500.00  of 
the  increase  in  instruction  is  additional  time  for  part  time 
teachers  at  the  junior  high  school  and  the  necessity  for  an 
additional  teacher  at  each  school  next  fall  to  reduce  the  size 
of  the  large  classes  for  certain  basic  subjects.  The  special  class 
area  accounts  for  an  increase  of  $5,500.00.  We  have  a  speech 
therapist  again  this  year  and  we  must  provide  a  salary  for 
two  days  per  week.  With  the  increase  in  enrollment  in  the 
special  class,  provisions  must  be  made  for  help  in  that  area. 

The  remaining  increases  are  due  to  salary  increases  in 
administration  and  in  custodial  salaries,  a  slight  increase  in 
transportation  due  to  a  new  contract.  Under  programs  with 
other  systems,  we  show  an  item  of  $1,200.00.  This  is  our 
share  of  a  Title  III  project  with  twelve  other  communities. 
The  charge  is  $1.50  per  pupil.  For  this  we  receive  advanced 
study  instruction,  use  of  computer  for  attendance,  reporting 
and  budgeting,  refresher  courses  for  teachers  and  research. 
The  federal  government  contributes  $120,000.00  toward  this 
project  at  present. 

The  increase  in  the  budget  is  10.3%  which  is  the  average 
increase  in  the  area. 


Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  increase  in  September,  1969,  was  very 
small.  This  was  expected  as  oiir  first  grade  enrollment  was 
to  be  down  from  previous  years.  We  opened  with  an  increase 
of  four  pupils  and  it  has  risen  to  about  ten  pupils.  With  a 
decrease  in  first  grade  enrollments,  the  enrollment  of  new 
pupils  that  accounted  for  the  increase  was  at  the  middle  grades 
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and  junior  high  level.  The  census  shows  us  that  we  can  expect 
a  first  grade  of  over  one  hundred  pupils  next  September  so 
that  we  will  have  to  make  some  changes  in  class  size  to 
provide  for  them. 

Our  enrollment  has  increased  slowly,  but  steadily  over 
the  last  fifteen  years.  It  seems  that  we  have  always  during 
that  time  had  the  threat  of  a  large  developmnt  in  one  section 
or  another  of  the  town.  To  date,  this  has  not  materialized  and 
we  have  been  able  to  keep  up  with  the  increases. 

School  Plant 

Both  schools  were  painted  on  the  outside  last  summer. 
The  usual  summer  repairs  were  accomplished  at  both  schools. 
New  lights,  repairs  to  the  heating  system,  repairs  to  the  roof 
accounted  for  additional  work  at  the  junior  high  school.  These 
repairs  are  all  part  of  repairs  suggested  in  a  survey  taken 
four  year  ago.  With  the  question  of  additional  facilities  in 
the  form  of  an  addition  or  new  school  still  under  study,  major 
repair  items  have  been  limited  to  the  very  necessary  ones. 

Program 

The  continuous  progress,  or  non-graded  program  in  the 
reading  area  is  proving  to  be  very  beneficial.  The  summer 
kindergarten  program  has  proven  very  beneficial  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  incoming  graders 
and  provisions  are  made  early  in  the  year  to  provide  for  both. 
The  schools  in  Union  #37  through  the  Regional  District  have 
received  a  Title  VI  Federal  Grant.  This  grant  provides  funds 
to  set  up  a  program  for  pupils  with  perceptual  difficulties.  It 
provides  for  testing,  purchase  of  materials  and  a  person  to 
work  with  these  pupils  and  their  regular  teachers.  Mrs.  June 
Fitzpatrick  of  Taunton  accepted  the  position  of  teacher- 
coordinator  and  began  her  work  in  December. 

At  the  junior  high  school  every  attempt  is  being  made  to 
keep  the  courses  up  to  date.  We  do  experience  difficulty  in 
the  area  of  science,  industrial  arts,  physical  education,  music, 
art  and  library  due  to  lack  of  space  and  facilities. 
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Cafeteria 

I  would  just  like  to  remind  parents  that  our  cafeteria 
program  is  operated  under  the  Federal  Lunch  Program.  We 
charge  25^*  per  meal  and  receive  a  9^  reimbursement.  We  also 
receive  commodities  from  the  federal  government  in  the  form 
of  meat,  cheese,  flour,  canned  fruits  and  vegetables.  These 
are  received  on  a  very  irregular  basis.  We  try  to  make  this 
program  self  supporting  and  attractive.  We  publish  menus 
and  have  tried  to  follow  suggestions  of  parents.  We  need  about 
75%  participation  to  make  this  program  work  and  we  now 
average  about  68%.  Mrs.  Alfrena  Bettencourt  and  her  staff 
work  very  hard  to  produce  a  meal  for  40^  charge,  reimburse¬ 
ment  and  commodities.  A  la  carte  items  are  not  allowed  under 
the  program.  If  we  are  to  receive  federal  aid,  we  must  serve 
a  balanced  meal.  Suggestions  are  always  welcome  and  we 
hope  you  will  support  the  program. 


Conclusion 

In  June,  Mr.  Antone  Costa  retired  as  head  custodian  at 
the  elementary  school.  Mr.  Costa  had  been  with  us  thirteen 
years  and  was  a  very  able  custodian.  We  wish  him  well  in 
his  retirement. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  George  Perry,  Mr.  John  White,  Mr. 
Manuel  Mello  and  Mr.  Julian  Hayden  for  their  interest  in 
keeping  our  schools  clean  and  in  good  repair. 

Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth  should  be  commended  for  her  work 
as  school  nurse.  The  role  of  the  school  nurse  has  expanded 
to  many  areas  formerly  cared  for  at  home,  or  by  a  doctor 
or  by  others.  Mrs.  Booth  has  the  interest  of  our  children  first 
and  foremost  in  her  mind. 

I  want  to  thank  Dr.  Rose  Borges  and  Mr.  Leo  Wontkow- 
ski,  principals,  for  their  cooperation  over  the  past  year.  I 
realize  both  are  asked  to  administer  schools  that  are  some¬ 
what  crowded  and  lacking  in  facilities. 
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As  this  year  progresses  I  hope  parents  will  take  time  to 
become  acquainted  with  our  schools  and  support  any  effort 
that  may  be  undertaken  to  increase  our  facilities.

I  hereby  submit  my  third  report  as  Principal  of  Dighton 
Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  present  enrollment  is  303  students.  This  is  an  increase 
of  13  students  over  the  enrollment  figure  stated  in  the  last 
report. 

Curriculum  and  School  Program: 

Due  to  allowances  of  additional  staff  time,  more  class 
time  was  made  available  in  the  areas  of  Household  Arts,  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts,  and  Art.  Grouping  in  grade  6  by  achievement  levels 
in  Math  and  Reading  was  accomplished  this  year.  All  grades 
are  now  similarly  grouped. 

The  additional  services  of  teacher-aides  has  made  our 
library  program  more  effective,  and  the  aides  added  assump¬ 
tion  of  non-teaching  duties  has  further  helped  the  over-all 
program. 

The  boys  intramural  basketball  program  has  benefited 
greatly  from  the  use  of  the  Elementary  School  gym.  The 
cooperation  of  the  Elementary  School ,  principal.  Dr.  Rose 
Borges,  has  been  a  main  factor  in  this  area. 

Formal  work  with  the  chorus  began  this  year,  and  the 
results  have  been  very  encouraging.  This  was  a  welcome 
addition  to  our  activity  program. 

Personnel : 

Our  staff  has  12  full-time  and  6  part-time  teachers.  New 
faculty  members  include  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cummings,  Mrs. 
Pamela  E.  Dumas,  Mrs.  Carolyn  E.  Nowell,  Mr.  Peter  P.  Polk, 
and  Mrs.  Tobi  A.  Vitale.  Mr.  Raymond  J.  Medeiros  returned 
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to  the  classroom  after  a  tour  of  military  duty  in  Vietnam. 

Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont  and  Mrs.  Lucille  McGillivray  joined 
our  teacher-aide  staff  this  year. 

Our  secretarial  staff  and  custodial  staff  remains  un¬ 
changed. 

Conclusion : 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Roy  for  his 
encouragement  and  his  persistent  intercession  on  behalf  of  all 
the  improvements  that  have  been  affected.

DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  hereby  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Supervising 
Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  enrollment  as  of  December  1st  was  519.  We  now 
have  3  classrooms  in  grades  one,  two  and  three  and  four  class¬ 
rooms  in  grades  four  and  five  plus  a  special  class.  The  need 
for  additional  classroom  space  because  of  the  increased  enroll¬ 
ment  is  a  problem  that  the  public  must  solve. 

Curriculum : 

Last  summer  a  five  week  summer  kindergarten  program 
was  again  conducted  under  the  general  supervision  of  our 
Elementary  Supervisor  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith.  Students  were 
tested  and  the  information  gathered  was  used  in  the  placement 
of  students  in  the  fall  classes.  Visual-motor  perceptual  instruc¬ 
tion  is  being  given  to  all  pupils  in  Grade  One. 

Reading  instruction  based  on  individual  progress  where 
students  advance  from  one  level  to  the  next  is  being  continued 
in  Grades  One,  Two  and  Three. 

All  students  in  Grades  Four  and  Five  receive  instruction 
at  four  levels  in  reading  and  in  math.  Students  may  move 
up  or  down  based  on  periodic  testing  results.  A  modified 
program  in  departmentalized  instruction  using  the  specialized 
talents  of  the  teachers  is  also  being  carried  out  in  Grades  Four 
and  Five.  The  subjects  covered  are  English,  Science,  History 
and  Geography. 

The  art  program  taught  in  all  classes  by  Mrs.  Johnson 
has  continued  to  show  increased  improvement.  Students  have 
developed  a  new  confidence  in  themselves.  They  have  taken 
part  in  all  programs  at  the  school  as  well  as  both  annual 
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programs.  Despite  all  this  progress  there  is  a  definite  need 
for  additional  space  and  materials  to  provide  our  children 
with  a  more  complete  program. 

Students  not  only  enjoy  but  they  benefit  from  the  Physi¬ 
cal  Education  programs  conducted  weekly  by  Miss  Harrington 
and  Mr.  Masciarelli  their  gym  instructors. 

Part  time  teacher  aides  are  being  used  to  assume  some 
of  the  non-teaching  duties  which  makes  it  possible  for  teach¬ 
ers  to  have  more  time  to  teach.  Additional  aides  would  be 
beneficial  to  our  program. 

Mrs.  Diane  Rasmussen  a  student  teacher  at  Bridgewater 
State  College  is  working  at  our  school  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Nancy  Durfee  in  Grade  Three.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Elementary  Vocal 
Music  Supervisor. 

Weekly  visits  to  all  elementary  classrooms  were  made 
through  June,  1969.  Beginning  in  September  the  fifth  grade 
classes  had  to  be  scheduled  on  a  bi-weekly  basis  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  classrooms  to  the  supervisor’s 
schedule;  namely,  an  additional  fourth  grade  and  the  special 
class.  With  the  assistance  and  cooperation  of  all  elementary 
classroom  teachers  a  varied  program  of  musical  activities  was 
carried  on.  The  continued  purchase  of  music  textbooks,  record¬ 
ings,  and  materials  aided  in  the  growth  of  the  students’ 
musical  development. 

The  Dighton  Elementary  Choir  of  approximately  85  fifth 
graders  met  once  weekly  for  rehearsals  in  preparation  for  the 
school’s  two  annual  programs,  both  of  which  were  presented 
at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  Grades  one 
and  two  participated  with  the  choir  in  an  enjoyable  '‘Night 
in  Disneyland”  last  May.  In  May  the  choir  also  presented  a 
program  for  the  students  of  the  Bryantville  Elementary 
School  in  Pembroke,  which  was  followed  by  a  visit  to  the 
Plimoth  Plantation.  In  December  grades  three  and  four  joined 
the  choir  in  the  Christmas  program,  "Winter  Wonderland.” 
The  choir  also  sang  a  short  Christmas  program  for  the  stud¬ 
ents  of  the  Berkley  Elementary  School. 

It  is  with  enthusiasm  that  I  look  forward  to  another 
successful  year  in  the  vocal  music  area  of  the  Dighton 
Elementary  School’s  curriculum.

We  have  enjoyed  during  the  year  1969,  a  measure  of 
departmental  stability,  that  has  been  absent  during  the  past 
several  years. 

I  have  been  most  pleased  with  the  calibre  of  work  done 
by  our  new  Vocal  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Nowell.  She  brings  to  her 
duties  at  the  Junior  High  School  an  imagination  and  vitality 
that  has  been  lacking  in  our  classes  in  the  past. 

The  transfer  of  Mr.  Polk  from  Rehoboth  to  Dighton  has 
enabled  us  to  raise  our  level  of  instrumental  instruction, 
and  given  our  schools  a  highly  competent  music  educator. 

As  in  past  years,  our  Elementary  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Wallace 
is  doing  her  usual  excellent  job. 

Our  new  music  texts  at  both  schools,  and  the  increased 
acquisition  of  music,  and  teaching  materials,  has  enabled 
our  staff  to  offer  a  quality  educational  experience  that  is 
highly  motivating  through  its  color  and  interest. 

We  will  continue,  as  in  the  past  years,  our  program  of 
purchase  and  maintenance  of  musical  instruments  and  equip¬ 
ment,  so  that  we  may  receive  the  maximum  return  on  our 
investment. 

It  appears  that  in  September  1970,  we  will  have  to  in¬ 
crease  our  present  vocal  schedule  by  one  day  in  each  of  our 
schools.  This  increase  has  been  necessitated  by  increased 
enrollment. 

The  percentage  of  involvement  in  our  instrumental  pro¬ 
gram  as  administered  by  Mr.  Polk,  continues  as  in  the  past 
to  run  at  22%  in  grades  6  through  8,  while  in  grade  5  the 
figure  is  nearer  28%.

Our  single  most  pressing  need  at  present  is  for  space. 
It  is  nearly  impossible  for  us  to  schedule  effectively  both 
large  and  small  group  instruction  within  our  present  space 
allotment. 

With  the  above  problem  corrected  we  would  be  able  to 
increase  our  offerings  to  those  presently  involved,  and  to 
broaden  our  base,  so  as  to  reach  more  of  our  children  in 
the  future.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse  for 
the  Dighton  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the 
1968  -  1969  school  year. 

Visual  Tests: 

804  students  in  both  schools  were  tested  by  Titmus 
Optical  Tester.  46  children  failed  this  test  in  the  Elementary 
School.  All  46  were  seen  by  eye  specialists. 

26  students  in  the  Junior  High  School  failed  this  test. 
24  were  seen  by  eye  specialists. 

Audio  Tests: 

804  students  in  both  schools  were  tested  for  hearing 
accuracy  by  Maico  Audiometer.  13  students  in  the  Elementary 
School  and  5  students  in  Junior  High  failed  this  test  and 
all  were  either  under  care  or  treated  by  an  ear  specialist. 

Physical  Examinations: 

Grades  I,  IV  and  Special  Education. 

208  students  in  the  above  grades  were  given  physical 
examinations  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza,  school  physician.  57 
students  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians  for  further 
evaluation.  15  of  these  referrals  were  completed. 

Grade  7  and  Athletic  Physicals : 

100  students  in  the  above  classes  were  examined.  18 
referral  slips  were  sent  home  with  the  students.  One  referral 
was  completed. 
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Sick  Calls: 

Elementary  School: 

Approximately  1,219  students  visited  the  Health  Room. 
91  of  these  children  were  sent  home  to  a  parents  care,  and 
three  were  transported  to  Morton  Hospital  for  emergency 
treatment. 

Junior  High  School: 

97  students  visited  me  in  the  school  office.  8  of  these 
students  were  sent  home  because  of  illness,  1  was  sent  to  the 
office  of  the  family  physician  and  3  were  transported  to  the 
out-patient  department  at  Morton  Hospital  for  treatment. 

Immunization : 

The  Dighton  Board  of  Health  carries  out  a  complete 
program  of  immunization  each  year  for  all  Dighton  children 
from  infancy  through  Grade  12. 

The  school  program  for  the  year  was  carried  out  and 
attended  as  follows. 

Tuberculin  Testing  Program: 

Students  in  Grades  1,  4,  7  and  school  personnel  were 
offered  the  Heaf  Test  for  detection  of  tuberculosis.  This  pro¬ 
gram  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  Vokey  of  the  Bristol  County 
Health  Association,  Dr.  Souza  and  myself. 

11/21/68 — 250  Students  and  personnel  were  tested. 

8  tests  positive,  rest  negative. 

12/3/68 — ^Mantou  tests  done  on  all  positive  reactors.  All 
proved  negative  to  Mantou  tests. 

Mumps  Clinic: 

Mumps  vaccine  was  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year. 
This  is  a  new  vaccine  and  since  the  supply  was  limited,  it  was 
necessary  to  hold  two  clinics,  one  in  December  for  Junior  High 
students  only  and  one  in  June  for  all  other  children. 

12/17/68 — 1^54  students  in  Grades  7,  8  and  9  received 
mumps  immunization. 

6/13/69 — 102  students  in  grades  1  through  8  received 
mumps  immunization. 
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Diphtheria,  Pertussis,  Tetanus,  Measles,  Smallpox  and 
Polio  Clinics: 

Clinics  were  held  in  March,  April  and  May  1969. 

3/21/69 — D.  T.  Booster  injections  were  given  to  102 
students  in  Grades  1  and  6. 

4/18/69 — D.  T.  Booster  injections  were  given  to  41  stud¬ 
ents  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

5/16/69 — Clinic  was  for  pre-school  children.  Children  en¬ 
tering  school  in  September  were  oifered  all  necessary 
immunizations. 

This  year,  as  always,  I  have  enjoyed  the  complete  as¬ 
sistance  and  cooperation  of  all  the  parents  of  children  in  our 
school  system.  I  sincerely  hope  you  realize  that  I  am  always 
available  to  assist  in  any  way  possible  to  maintain  the  health 
of  your  children  and  to  consider  any  suggestions  you  have 
to  improve  our  school  health  program. 

To  you  Mr.  Roy,  adn  to  the  personnel  of  both  schools,  my 
sincere  thanks.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  tenth  annual  report  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  School  District. 

Enrollment 

The  enrollment  on  October  1,  1969,  was  eighty  pupils  more 
than  were  enrolled  on  October  1,  1968.  We  are  rapidly  ap¬ 
proaching  maximum  capacity.  As  stated  in  the  1968  report, 
two  sources  of  relief  are  the  opening  of  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  and  the  elimination  of 
Berkley  pupils  on  a  tuition  basis.  The  former  will  not  be  ready 
for  students  very  soon  and  the  latter  means  a  loss  of  at  least 
$115,000.00  income  to  the  district. 

There  is  a  committee  made  up  of  four  subcommittees 
studying  the  problem  at  this  time.  They  will  report  sometime 
in  the  spring  of  1970.  Studies  of  additions,  tuition  costs, 
further  regionalization  and  population  trends  are  being  made. 
The  study  should  produce  some  interesting  results. 

To  maintain  the  desired  academic  program,  some  relief 
must  be  forthcoming  in  the  next  two  years. 

Finances 

The  gross  increase  in  the  1970  budget  over  the  1969 
budget  is  $99,515.00.  The  net  increase  is  $75,890.00  or  about 
a  10.8%  increase. 

The  major  increase  is  in  instruction,  an  increase  of 
$67,980.00.  Of  this  amount,  $57,000.00  is  for  increases  in 
teachers’  salaries  and  this  is  brought  about  by  a  new  schedule 
of  $6,500.00  to  $9,800.00.  The  remaining  $10,000.00  covers  ad¬ 
ministrative  salaries,  library  and  guidance  salary  and  person¬ 
nel  increases. 

Transportation  has  increased  by  $9,000.00  due  to  a  new 
three  year  contract.  Transportation  is  reimbursed  100%  by 
the  state. 
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There  is  a  $5,800.00  increase  under  fixed  charges  brought 
about  by  a  $2,000.00  increase  in  the  county  retirement  assess¬ 
ment,  a  $1,600.00  increase  in  insurance,  a  $2,000.00  increase 
in  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  and  a  $7,000.00  increase  in  interest 
on  borrowing  in  anticipation  of  receipts. 

We  have  been  able  to  supplement  our  budget  with  federal 
programs  such  as  Title  II  -  library,  and  Title  III  -  equipment 
We  hope  that  a  continuation  of  these  funds  will  help  to  keep 
our  budget  increases  to  a  minimum. 

Faculty 

For  the  second  consecutive  year  we  opened  in  September 
with  fourteen  new  faculty  members.  We  lost  three  department 
heads,  namely,  Mrs.  Carol-ann  Tripp  of  the  science  depart¬ 
ment,  Mr.  Clifford  Wood  of  the  English  department  and  Mr. 
John  Stewart  of  the  mathematics  department.  Mrs.  Tripp 
left  to  be  at  home  while  Mr.  Wood  accepted  a  position  at 
Bridgewater  State  College  and  Mr.  Stewart  is  pursuing  further 
studies  at  Wesleyan  College. 

Miss  Mary  Donohue,  former  head  of  the  English  depart¬ 
ment  at  Algonquin  Regional  High  School  was  appointed  to  a 
similar  position  at  D-R.  Mr.  Richard  Powell,  former  head  of 
the  science  department  at  Lynbrook,  New  York,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  acting  head  of  the  science  department  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Flaherty,  former  mathematics  department  head  in  Franklin, 
New  Hampshire,  assumed  the  same  position  at  D-R. 

Other  new  teachers  appointed  were  as  follows:  Mr.  John 
Laffoley,  guidance  counselor,  was  formerly  connected  with 
the  admissions  office  at  Wentworth  Institute.  Mrs.  Janet  Foley, 
chemistry  teacher,  taught  in  Barrington  and  Warwick,  Rhode 
Island.  Mr.  William  Reynolds,  mathematics  teacher,  taught 
in  Foxboro  High  School  and  King  Philip  Regional  High  School. 
Mr.  Reynolds,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Massachusets. 
is  head  basketball  coach  and  assistant  football  coach.  Mr. 
Anthony  Day  was  hired  to  teach  social  studies.  He  formerly 
taught  at  Foxboro  and  Quincy  High  Schools.  He  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Columbia  University  and  is  head  coach  of  football 
and  track.  Mr.  Winslow  Durgin  is  teaching  introductory 
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physical  science  and  formerly  taught  at  Xavier  High  School 
in  Concord,  Mass.  Miss  Maureen  Walsh,  Mr.  Sturley  Nitterauer 
and  Mr.  Orin  Holmes  are  all  new  members  to  the  social 
studies  department.  Miss  Walsh  is  a  graduate  of  Bridge- 
water  State  College  and  formerly  taught  at  University  of 
Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Nitterauer,  a  graduate  of  Norwich  Uni¬ 
versity,  taught  at  Dighton  Junior  High  School.  Mr.  Holmes 
taught  at  D-R  for  a  half  year  prior  to  doing  graduate  work 
at  Brown  University.  Mrs.  Patricia  Sandstrom,  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Michigan  is  teaching  English.  Mr.  Alan 
Rabouin,  a  mathematics  teacher,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Richard  Kehoe  is  a  general 
science  teacher  and  assistant  football  coach.  He  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  taught  at  the 
University  of  Bridgeport. 

We  are  fortunate  to  be  able  to  contract  with  so  many 
experienced  teachers.  The  fourteen  teachers  present  back¬ 
grounds  from  eleven  different  colleges  at  either  the  bachelor 
level  or  graduate  level. 

Program 

The  various  departments  in  the  school  work  hard  to  keep 
their  subject  matter  and  teaching  materials  up  to  date.  As 
pointed  out  under  faculty,  we  have  three  new  department 
heads  this  year  and  they  have  brought  along  new  ideas  from 
other  areas  of  the  state. 

We  dropped  data  processing  during  the  first  half  of  the 
1969-70  school  year  but  will  pick  it  up  during  the  second  half. 
This  was  due  to  some  costly  equipment  changes  that  were 
recommended  but  not  carried  out.  We  will  go  back  to  a 
fundamental  program.  We  were  donated  equipment  by  Princess 
House  for  which  we  are  most  appreciative.  We  also  purchased 
some  equipment. 

Our  academic  teachers  are  constantly  taking  courses, 
attending  seminars  or  conducting  workshops  to  weave  new 
materials  and  methods  into  our  curriculum.  Mr.  Francis 
Marcille  and  his  teachers  have  worked  hard  to  give  us  an 
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industrial  arts  program  that  prepares  boys  for  work  and  is 
not  a  hobby  course.  They  have  set  up  a  machine  shop  course 
at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

The  vocational  high  school  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Nathan  Lawrence  continues  to  serve  those  boys  who  wish 
to  become  auto  mechanics  or  mill  carpenters. 

Instrumental  music  is  still  one  of  our  strongest  public 
relation  areas.  Several  members  of  the  band  and  the  ensembles 
attained  distinction  at  the  area  and  state  level  last  year.  The 
brass  choir  and  the  clarinet  ensemble  received  first  place 
awards  at  the  Southeastern  Music  Festival  in  Walpole  last 
spring  while  the  band  received  an  honorable  mention. 

In  the  vein  of  athletics  our  boy^s  football  team  showed 
a  great  deal  of  improvement  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  An¬ 
thony  Day  and  his  staff.  While  their  five  wins,  three  losses 
and  one  tie  does  not  indicate  an  undefeated  season,  the  boys 
provided  good  opposition  to  all  oppnents  and  enjoyed  their 
season.  The  girFs  teams  in  basketball  and  softball  had  good 
seasons  and  the  present  basketball  team  is  undefeated.  Miss 
Jane  Unsworth,  the  coach,  not  only  builds  good  teams  but 
instills  good  citizenship  and  sportsmanship  into  the  girls. 

Our  program  in  general  is  keeping  up  to  date  but  space 
will  determine  as  to  how  long  we  can  keep  pace  with  new  ideas. 

Conclusion 

In  concluding  I  would  like  to  recognize  the  following 
people : 

Mr.  Howell  Carr  and  his  custodians  for  their  continued 
.  efforts  to  keep  our  buildings  and  grounds  in  good  shape,  Mrs. 
Ella  Jones  and  the  cafeteria  staff  for  serving  the  best  lunches 
in  Massachusetts  as  indicated  by  practically  100%  participa¬ 
tion,  Mrs.  Albertine  Dwyer,  the  school  nurse,  for  her  interest 
in  the  school  and  related  health  activities,  Mr.  Francis  Vitale 
and  his  guidance  staff  for  helping  so  many  people  to  find  the 
right  way,  Mr.  Harrington,  principal,  and  all  his  teachers 
for  their  interest  in  youth,  their  problems  and  their  education. 
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It  is  the  people  mentioned  above  working  with  a  good 
student  body  that  has  given  us  a  good  school  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth.  We  hope  that  this  cooperation  can  continue  in  the 
face  of  adversity  and  that  our  school  and  its  students  will 
continue  to  be  leaders  for  what  is  good  and  right.

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BRISTOL-PLYMOUTH  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

This  is  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  School  District.  During  the  past  year  your  commit¬ 
tee  has  kept  very  active  with  24  regular,  7  special  meetings, 
and  advisory  board  conferences  representing  each  occupational 
offering. 

An  organizational  meeting  was  held  and  Donald  K.  Atkins 
of  Middleboro  was  elected  chairman  with  William  R.  Powers 
of  Raynham  as  vice  chairman. 

Mr.  Walter  J.  Markham  of  Lowell  became  the  new  asso¬ 
ciate  commissioner  for  Occupational  Education  for  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  and  the  Bureau  of  Vocational  Technical  Education 
was  elevated  to  a  Division  status.  This  at  long  last  gave  oc¬ 
cupational  education  the  recognition  it  so  deserved. 

The  firm  of  Goldberg-Zoino  &  Associates,  Inc.,  soil  and 
foundation  engineers,  was  hired  and  their  investigation  proved 
that  our  site  location  was  very  adequate  for  our  building. 
The  architectural  firm  of  Drummey  Rosane  Anderson,  Inc., 
has  presented  plans,  working  drawings,  and  an  artistes  render¬ 
ing  of  the  school.  These  plans  not  only  received  the  approval 
of  the  Bureau  of  School  Building  Assistance  but  their  com¬ 
mendations  as  well. 

Considerable  enthusiasm  for  this  school  has  been  generated 
by  industrial  firms.  Dighton  Industries  have  donated  a  large 
storage  area  for  our  surplus  equipment.  From  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Division  of  Surplus  Property  we  have  acquired  many 
excellent  machines,  such  as:  4  milling  machines,  3  lathes,  1 
large  Jones  &  Lampson  turret  lathe,  3  drill  presses,  a  belt 
Sander  and  cutter  tool  grinder.  These  represent  over  $40,000 
for  original  cost.  Our  cost  was  less  than  $1,600.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  General  Electric  in  Lynn,  Swank,  Inc.  of  Taunton, 
and  Raytheon  Company  for  their  very  large  donations  of 
machines  and  electronic  components.  Appreciation  is  also  ex¬ 
pressed  to  Mr.  Walter  Williams  of  Raynham  for  presenting 
us  with  a  1970  Ford  pick  up  truck  that  will  enable  us  to 
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acquire  excellent  industrial  equipment.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  explore  and  utilize  all  areas  that  will  save  the  tax 
dollar. 

The  Massachusetts  Division  of  Occupational  Education 
conducted  an  examination  for  the  position  of  Guidance  Direc¬ 
tor  for  our  district.  Mr.  Paul  Couture  of  Assonet  was  hired 
for  this  position.  Some  of  his  duties  include  an  indepth  survey 
of  all  feeder  schools,  so  that  a  practical  and  realistic  academic 
and  related  course  curriculum  can  be  made.  He  will  valuate 
all  testing  materials  i.e.  Pupil  inventory,  Kuder  Preference, 
general  aptitude  test  batteries,  and  any  other  instrument  that 
will  aid  the  student  in  course  selection.  It  is  his  duty  to  work 
closely  with  elementary  school  principals  and  guidance  direc¬ 
tors.  He  will  be  actively  engaged  with  industry  and  the  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Employment  Security  planning  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  employers.  His  salary  is  also  highly  reimbursed 
by  state  and  federal  funds. 

The  public  has  been  constantly  informed  of  our  progress. 
Every  clergyman  in  our  region  has  received  numerous  reports 
on  the  plans,  course  offerings,  and  community  services  that 
shall  be  made  available  to  the  area.  Many  of  our  service  clubs 
and  P.T.A.  organizations  have  seen  our  excellent  film  the 
'‘Wheels  of  Change’'  Four  television  shows  have  been  pre¬ 
sented  acquainting  the  people  with  our  school  program.  Local 
radio  presentations  on  numerous  occasions  have  kept  our 
citizenry  up  to  date  on  our  progress.  The  newspapers  also 
have  been  given  much  material  from  our  office  to  keep  their 
readers  up  to  date.  A  booth  was  given  to  us  by  the  officials 
of  the  Rehoboth  Fair.  With  the  aid  of  posters,  pictures,  and 
printed  materials,  we  were  able  to  present  to  a  large  number 
of  visitors  factual  information  concerning  our  school.  We 
will  mail  to  our  residents  a  most  informative  brochure  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  various  aspects  of  our  planning. 

We  have  had  many  meetings  with  educational  and  indus¬ 
trial  leaders,  and  we  are  gratified  by  their  enthusiasm  for  this 
project.  To  keep  us  abreast  of  industrial  needs  and  how  our 
school  can  aid  in  the  growth  of  the  community,  we  have  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  the  Taunton  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
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On  September  22,  1969  we  advertised  for  bids.  Sub-bids 
were  due  October  16,  1969,  and  the  General  bids  on  October 
23,  1969.  On  October  24,  1969,  the  committee  rejected  the  one 
General  bid  they  received  because  it  was,  in  their  and  the 
architect's  opinion,  not  a  realistic  bid.  The  sub-bids  were  also 
rejected  at  this  time.  We  were  advised  by  our  architect,  Mr. 
Richard  Rosane  of  Drumrney  Rosane  &  Anderson,  to  ask  for 
new  bids  after  the  first  of  the  year.  More  favorable  bids  would 
be  anticipated  during  this  quarter. 

To  the  many  people,  who  have  expressed  their  genuine 
concern  regarding  this  school,  we  are  grateful.  Our  office  at 
91  Winthrop  Street,  Taunton,  is  open  daily  and  we  welcome 
suggestions  from  our  interested  citizens.
